G.S.R. 272.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section

that regulatory duty of customs at the rate specified in the said sub-section (1) 
of section 58 shall be levied with effect from the 17th day of February, 1905 on 
all goods mentioned in the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 
1984).
